S$ THE NEW YEAR OPENS it is the 

firm of modest size—a family concern in 
so many cases — whose further support | should 
particularly like to enlist in the export field. 


The Census of Production figures issued by 
the Board of Trade show that more than 
one-third of the manufacturing output of the 
country comes from factories employing less 
than 200 workers. This emphasizes the im- 
portance of the smaller firm in our economy. 


The big companies with their overseas 
offices and streamlined organizations naturally 
make a substantial contribution to our export 
trade. In looking at these massive achievements 
the smaller firms are sometimes apt to think 
that new export business is much more 
difficult for them to develop, and that 
anyway their smaller orders will not really 
count one way or the other. Clearly this is wrong. 


The export success stories of smaller firms which we 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal from time to time 
are proof that the development of export trade can be both 
exciting and rewarding. Moreover, the services which 


Small Exporters Can Benefit 


From Joint Ventures 


There are several ways whereby large and small firms 

can break into the export field. In this article Mr. 

Basil F. Boothby, Export Adviser, National Union 

of Manufacturers, describes how to go about it, using 

methods which have already proved profitable, par- 
ticularly to small firms. 


about 40,000 with 100 employees or less. Many of these firms 

manufacture first-class products which could sell overseas, but 
they are fully occupied in designing and manufacturing their products 
at an economic price, and cannot individually afford to employ the 
expert linguists and other highly qualified staff needed to make an 
export department efficient. These firms are expert at their job of 
designing and producing the products. Selling abroad is a job for 
experts also. It is therefore worth while to consider a joint venture 
by which the cost of employing experts in selling abroad can be shared. 
Such export ventures have already built up good trade and increased 
prosperity for many British firms, both large and small. There are 
various forms and the following are examples: 


An important firm of machine tool manufacturers have for some 
years sold complementary equipment along with their own, and in 
some countries have established machine shops and stores so that 
all this equipment is efficiently serviced and spare parts are readily 
available. Some large firms have set up factories in a foreign country 
on a fifty-fifty basis with local firms. The British firm provides the

Our most recent development is the enlarge- 
ment of the service of market reports and other 
overseas trade intelligence which is to be incorporated 
in the weekly Export Service Bulletin. The New Year 
is one of challenge as well as of opportunity. There are 
promising prospects for small firms as well as big. 


In other 
cases an interchange of patent rights has been arranged, which has 
benefited the firms in both countries. 


Smaller firms making consumer goods have also operated joint 
ventures successfully. A bespoke shoemaker sells gloves; a manu- 
facturer of smokers’ requisites markets high grade billfolds and 
wallets, and so on. All this indicates that the joint venture method 
of entering the export markets should not be overlooked. 


Firms using this method benefit from pooling their resources and 
can afford to employ experts in marketing and experts in overseas 
selling. Expert marketing becomes more necessary as more primary 
producing countries develop their secondary industries behind a 
wall of import duties and quotas, which keeps out our goods. This 
results in a change in the pattern of our export trade. 


Selling overseas through a general export merchant is, in effect, 
@ joint venture undertaken by a group of firms manufacturing 
complementary products, and the merchant who has an overseas 
network of agents or branches built up over the years. The merchant 
can advise manufacturers of likely markets and sample them through 
his overseas contacts. Unfortunately, some manufacturers are apt to 
think that the merchant buys at the lowest price in the United King- 
dom and sells at the highest price abroad. 


Another Successful Method 


The ‘foster firm’ scheme is another form of joint venture which 
has been used successfully over the years by the medium-sized or 
smaller firm. The smaller manufacturer who decides to use this method 
selects a larger firm manufacturing complementary products and 
already well established in foreign markets. Often the larger firm 
is willing to introduce the smaller firm’s products through its overseas

channels, or include them in its catalogue or literature. Good sales 
of consumer goods and even capital equipment have been achieved 
by this type of joint venture. 


There are many variations of the ‘foster firm’ scheme and the follow- 
ing examples may be of interest. A firm making air heaters and fans 
made contact with other British firms producing components for 
air-conditioning. They now work closely together and can quote and 
instal complete air-conditioning systems promptly in foreign markets. 


Yet another manufacturer had designed and built a heavy duty 
fork-lift truck for export. An investigation of the world markets 
indicated that there was a potential in 30 countries. He wanted to 
find good agents in these countries quickly. By traditional methods, 
which entails making inquiries in each country and visiting them to 
make a final selection of agents, it would have taken him five years. 
He decided to approach the managing director of another British 
firm exporting complementary products, and was promptly handed 
a complete list of the names and addresses of his agents in all of the 
30 countries. In 12 months, orders for the new heavy duty truck 
amounted to £100,000. 


Then there are organizations also that have been specially set up 
to offer an export department to a small group of firms making comple- 
mentary products. For example, one such organization specializes in 
engineering equipment in about 90 markets and is divided into two 
sections — one for the heavy plant and the other for lighter engineering 
products of a complementary nature. Another organization specializes 
in trade with continental countries in all products found in the average 
home, apart from textiles and carpets. 


A Complete Export Department 


Such organizations operate as a complete export department staffed 
by highly qualified marketing experts and linguists and they corres- 
pond on each firm’s headed notepaper. Moreover, all letters are signed 
as from the export director or export sales manager. They either 
charge a retaining fee and a small commission or buy outright at a 
net price and make their own export prices. In any case the manu- 
facturer has the use of a really efficient export department at a fraction 
of the cost of setting up his own. Both organizations have achieved 
considerable success in their particular fields. 


Nothing that has been said about the success of joint ventures 
belittles the importance of not only collecting as much factual 
information about foreign markets as possible from third parties, 
such as the Board of Trade, but also visiting to these markets. By 
means of a joint venture, firms can achieve initial success, and it is 
wise to follow up by personal visits so that local conditions can be 
appraised and first-hand knowledge of the markets obtained. 


Help for Newcomers 


Newcomers to the export trade, or others who have already tried 
unsuccessfully to export, should approach the Board of Trade and 
other organizations, such as the National Union of Manufacturers 
(6 Holborn Viaduct, London, E.C.1, Telephone: City 3474) who 
are only too anxious to help them with their problems. A certain 
amount of advice can be given by correspondence, but a personal 
discussion of each firm’s own particular problems is by far the best. 
Previous failures can be discussed and perhaps some slight adjustment 
suggested which can often lead to success.

The Consultative Committee for Industry (C.C.1.), of which 


the President of the Board of Trade is chairman, is the main channel of communication between the Board of Trade and industry 
and commerce on general matters concerning overseas trade. 


The National Production Advisory Council for Industry 


on Industry provide the Government with an opportunity 

to consult with national and regional representatives of 
employers and labour on Government policy and procedure affecting 
production. (Industry in this connection includes agriculture, mining, 
transport and other utilities.) The existence of the Council does not 
debar the organizations represented on it from making representations 
separately to Ministers as and when they wish, or through other 
bodies, e.g. the Economic Planning Board. A Central Joint Advisory 
Council was set up in 1941 and reconstituted in 1942 as the National 
Production Advisory Council. At the end of the war it was further 
reconstituted as the National Production Advisory Council on Industry 
with the following terms of reference: 


“To advise Ministers on industrial conditions and general 
production questions (excluding matters which are normally 
handled by the joint organizations of the trade unions and em- 
ployers in connection with wages and conditions of employment) 
and on such subjects as may arise from the proceedings of the 
Regional Boards for Industry.’ 


Ver tases oF the National Production Advisory Council 


Composition 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer is the Chairman of the Council. 
Employers are represented by nine members of whom four are 
appointed by the Federation of British Industries, three by the 
British Employers’ Confederation, one by the National Union of 
Manufacturers and one by the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce. Employees are represented by nine members appointed 
by the Trades Union Congress. The other members comprise the 
11 chairmen of the Regional Boards for Industry and two repre- 
sentatives of nationalized industries — one representing transport and 
the other the fuel and power industries. Two members of the Northern 
Ireland Production Council attend as observers. Ministers directly 
concerned with subjects under discussion attend meetings accompanied 
if necessary by officials, other Ministers may be represented by officials. 
The Secretariat, which also serves the Regional Boards for Industry, 
is provided by the Board of Trade but is responsible to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 


The Council has an interim committee, consisting of four members 
from each side of industry and two Regional Board chairmen, which 
is consulted on urgent matters and on questions which cannot con- 
veniently be discussed by the whole Council. 


Council Meetings 


The Council normally meets four times a year when it receives 
and discusses : 


(1) The chairman’s review of current economic developments and 
problems, national and international; 

(2) A regional report summarizing reports of regional board chair- 
men on the industrial situation throughout the country, drawing 
attention to local or national problems requiring action; 

(3) ea raised by Ministers or constituent bodies of the 

ouncil. 


In recent years the subjects discussed have included costs and prices, 
export performance, industrial investment, fuel and power policy 
transport problems, organization and finance of industrial research, 
the demand for steel, agriculture, the employment situation and the 
application of the distribution of industry policy.

Regional Boards for Industry 


The Regional Boards for Industry are the regional counterpart of 
N.P.A.C.1. The Boards, originally composed of officials, were intro- 
duced in 1940 (and then known as ‘Area Boards’) to help promote 
war production. In 1945 it was decided to keep them in existence 
in a slightly different form as a link between Government and industry, 
but with advisory rather than executive functions. Their field of 
activity, which during the war had been confined to the engineering 
industry, was extended to all industries. The main functions of the 
Boards are as follows: 


To advise the Government on industrial conditions within 
their Regions; to keep in close touch with the work of Govern- 
ment Departments in the Regions; to represent the needs of 
industry to local authorities; and to keep local industry advised 
of Government policy. 


The terms of reference do not confine the Boards to strictly advisory 
functions: Government Departments may use their services in any 
other directions in which they may be able to make a useful contribu- 
tion within the terms of reference. For example, during the fuel crisis 
of 1946-47, and again in the winter of 1947-48, the Fuel Allocation 
Committee of the Boards played an important part in ensuring that 
firms engaged on essential work were supplied with coal. 


There are 11 Regional Boards whose chairmen are appointed by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, to whom they are responsible and 
to whom they have the right of direct access. They are selected from 
industrialists, trade unionists and other suitable persons. The in- 
dustrial representation consists of representatives of both employers 
and trade unions appointed by the Chancellor in consultation with the 
four employer organizations and the Trades Union Congress respective- 
ly. The regular official members of each Board are the senior regional 
representative of the various Government Departments. Each Board 
has its own small secretariat and, in addition, there is a headquarters 
secretariat in London. 


Consultative Committee for Industry 


Tue Consultative Committee for Industry (C.C.I.) was formed in 
April, 1947 so that industry could be consulted about the international 
tariff negotiations held in Geneva that year. The bodies yee 
on the Committee were initially the Association of British rs 
of Commerce, the Federation of British Industries, the National 
Farmers’ Union, the National Union of Manufacturers, and the 
Trades Union Congress. At a later date the list was extended to 
include the British Trawlers’ Federation and the Co-operative Union. 

So far as possible, continuity of representation is maintained,

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Agreement with Russia on 1961 Trade Fairs 


AN AGREEMENT on the holding of reciprocal exhibitions of Soviet 
and British Trade and Industry in London and Moscow respectively 
during 1961 was signed in London on December 22. The agreement 
was signed by Mr. M. V. Nesterov, President of the All-Union 
Chamber of Commerce of the U.S.S.R., Mr. V. G. Sherren, Managing 
Director of Industrial and Trade Fairs Ltd., organizers of the 
British Exhibition, and Mr. F. Bower, President of the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce. 


Mr. Nesterov and his colleagues, Mr. A. C. Saag, Head of the 
Overseas’ Fairs Department of the A.U.C.C. and Mr. K. I. Smoly- 
anov, head of the Department of the A.U.C.C. responsible for Foreign 
Exhibitions in Moscow, held discussions with Industrial and Trade 
Fairs Ltd., throughout the preceding week on all matters affecting 
the planning of the two exhibitions. 

The two exhibitions will be held under the joint sponsorship of the 
All-Union Chamber of Commerce and the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce. 


The Soviet Exhibition, which will occupy about 250,000 sq. ft., 
will be held in Earls Court, London, and will open on July 7 and 
close on July 29. The Soviet exhibits are expected to include both 
capital and consumer goods. The most comprehensive range of 
Russian machinery and other equipment for the engineering industry 
ever to have been seen in the United Kingdom will be on display. 
There will also be features depicting the achievements of Soviet 
industry, science and technology. Russian foods and drinks will be 
served in the restaurants. 

The British Exhibition will be heid in the Sokolniki Park of Culture 
and Rest in Moscow. It will open on May 19 and close on June 4. 
It will make use of the Glass and Dome pavilions in Sokolniki Park, 
which were erected for the American Exhibition in Moscow in 1959. 


The scale of the response to this project from British industry 
‘ has been so great that the covered space required by the British 
Exhibition will be considerably greater than that occupied by the 
American Exhibition. Consequently, it has been agreed that temporary 
structures will be erected on the site by Industrial and Trade Fairs, 
Ltd. Mr. Jack Howe, of Jack Howe and Partners, who has been 
appointed as the architect to the exhibition, will fly to Moscow this 
month to discuss final details with the architect of the Moscow City 
Soviet. 

It is expected that the total area of the British Exhibition will be 


about 250,000 sq. ft. Exhibits will be confined to those projects which 
figure prominently in the Soviet shopping lists, in order to avoid a 
piecemeal display of miscellaneous goods. Industrial and ‘Trade 
Fairs Ltd., intend as far as possible to sectionalize the exhibition, to 
ensure a representative display of products in major industrial groups, 
such as machine tools, textile machinery, electrical and electronic 
equipment, chemicals, textiles, footwear and various other groups in 
which the Russians have shown particular interest. 

The A.U.C.C. have undertaken to give the British Exhibition all 
possible support in the Soviet Union. They will arrange for the distri- 
bution and display of posters advertising the British Exhibition 
throughout the Soviet Union and will ensure that all Soviet Foreign 
Trade Corporations and Regional Economic Councils are kept fully 
informed about British exhibits. The A.U.C.C. will also arrange for 
full press, radio and television coverage both before and during the 
exhibition. In return, Industrial and Trade Fairs Ltd., Drury House, 
Russell Street, London, W.C.2, have undertaken to make arrange- 
ments for the advertising and publicity campaign for the Soviet 
Exhibition in London on a similar basis. 

The exchange of exhibitions has the active support of Her Majesty’s 
Government, and the Board of ‘Trade will participate in the British 
Exhibition with a specially designed exhibit.

Consultative Committee for Industry (Continued) 


The Committee has remained in being since 1947, meeting as 
required four or five times a year to discuss topics within the Board 
of Trade’s field of responsibility for overseas trade. It does not deal 
with domestic trade matters. There are no formal terms of reference 
and the Committee is purely consultative. 

The first meetings of the Committee were concerned with the 
Geneva negotiations on tariffs and preferences, which led to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). GATT affairs 
have occupied much of the time of the Committee since its inception. 

The European Recovery Programme, trade with Japan, New Zea- 
land’s devaluation, the conversion rate for the Deutsch Mark and 
most-favoured-nation treatment for Western Germany were also 
discussed in 1948. In 1949 the export drive to North America, relaxa- 
tion of our import restrictions, the work of O.E.E C. and the tariff 
negotiations at Annecy were discussed. At the end of 1949 mention 
was made of the work of the Brussels Study Group on a common 
Customs nomenclature. In 1950, European trade and the European 
Payments Union were discussed 


The work of O.E.E.C. and the United Kingdom’s obligations under 
various international commitments continued to occupy the attention 
of the Committee during 1951. Since then, questions arising from 
trade relations with Europe have assumed increasing importance. In 
that year the Schuman Plan for coal, iron and steel was discussed.

Trade with Japan and with the Soviet Bloc and the provisions of 
the GATT on quotas and subsidies were discussed in the following 
years and there was discussion of particular trade matters such ¢> 
export incentive schemes, Australian import restrictions in 1952 and 
our own import cuts in that year. On October 26, 1956, the proposals 
for free trade in Europe were discussed and, in ensuing meetings, the 
progress of the negotiations was closely followed, When negotiations 
for the 17 nation free trade area were suspended the proposals for the 
European Free Trade Association were discussed. All the meetings 
since December 1956 have been concerned with discussion of economic 
co-operation in Europe. 


The Committee has thus provided a forum for the ready interchange 
of views between Government, both sides of industry, and commerce 
and agriculture on the broader aspects concerning the development 
of Britain’s trade policy. Matters of detail have in general been left 
for discussion by more specialist Committees with the officials directly 
concerned. 

It seems probable that the agenda for the next few meetings will 
be concerned with the implementation of the EFTA Convention, the 
possibility of reaching a wider agreement for the removal of trade 
barriers throughout Western Europe and the GATT tariff negotiations 
in 1960-61.

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First Blast Furnace Opened at Durgapur 


ON TUESDAY, December 29, 1959, the President of India, Dr. 
Prasad, commissioned the first blast furnace at the Durgapur Steel- 
works, West Bengal, India. The Durgapur Steelworks represents one 
of the largest single export orders ever obtained by Great Britain. 
This £105 million contract is being carried out for Hindustan Steel 
Ltd., by the Indian Steelworks Construction Company Ltd., ISCON, 
the consortium formed specially for the purpose. 


The ceremony on December 29 celebrated the inauguration of an 
integrated steelworks and not just the completion of one blast furnace. 
The coke ovens are complete with a coal washery and by-products 
plant. The blast furnace is complete with a gas cleaning plant and 
pig casting machine. The power plant is complete with all its standby 
units. 


Durgapur is a joint Indian-British effort and approximately 50 per 
cent. of the capital expenditure and tonnage of raw materials has 
been supplied by India herself. Of the 33,000 labour force on site, 
the vast majority are Indian; this includes a high proportion of 
skilled Indian supervision. The number of British technicians working 
at Durgapur is under 400. 


In order to provide for the operation of the steelworks, 350 Indian 
technicians are being trained through the Colombo Plan Scheme in 
the United Kingdom. Others are being trained in Australia, the 
United States and other countries. In addition, the British Iron and 
Steel Federation have seconded technicians from this country to 
Hindustan Steel Ltd., to assist in the initial operation of the steel- 
works and to complete the training of the Indian technicians.

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Breaking Into the Export Market 


1 January 1960 


Overcoming Obstacles in Seeking Overseas Trade 
By A. D. Stroud, Export Manager, SANTON LTD. Newport (Mon.) 


ANTON LIMITED, of Newport, Monmouthshire, have been 
manufacturing electric liquid heating appliances and rotary 

switchgear for nearly 35 years and probably have the biggest 
output of any United Kingdom concern similarly engaged at the 
present time in producing this class of equipment. 

However, our export activites only started in earnest soon after 
the war. Finland, Scandinavia and the now styled Benelux Arca being 
the first targets for assault. First hand information was obtained by 
visiting each — the type of agency best suited to handle our products, 
the best method of distribution and, probably the most important 
of all, complete data on the electrical requirements of the electrical 
authorities. 

Initial samples sent to the authorities for testing were rejected 
and we were faced with the alternative of either modifying to the 
standard demanded or giving ground to our competitors, which we 
were not prepared to do. Fresh samples were submitted as a result 
of personal discussions with the engineers whose aim in life, in our 
eyes, was to make things as awkward as possible. After weeks of 
impatient waiting, approval \ as obtained and from then on it was a 
question of ‘how can we produce enough.’ Selling wasn’t difficult in 
the immediate post war years but had we adopted a ‘take it or leave it’ 
attitude at the outset, those valuable markets would have been 
completely closed to us. 


Of course, we couldn’t expect to monopolize the scene indefinitely- 
Similar products began to be manufactured locally and then in 1951 
German industry began its attack on what were her pre-war markets. 
For the second time we were faced with a challenge, a challenge even 
greater than before as now we were being severely undercut in price. 
Realizing the futility of trying to compete alone, an Associate Company 
was founded in Rotterdam for the manufacture of ‘bread and butter’ 
lines, leaving the specialized side of the business to us. Needless to 
say, the going has been far from easy but had we not taken this step the 
name of Santon would be virtually unheard of in Europe today. 
Instead, not only have we maintained the closest contact with old 
customers, but are competing very satisfactorily with German manu- 
facturers in their own market. 


Adaptation to Changing Circumstances 

The need for setting up an overseas assembly or manufacturing 
unit is not caused by price competition alone. Tariff protection, 
import licence restrictions and lack of foreign exchange are equally 
important factors. A striking example of the latter is India, where 
import restrictions came into force almost overnight. A market which 
was absorbing a sizeable percentage of our export production suddenly 
ceased to exist and we were confronted with the choice of finding 
alternative outlets if we were to maintain the same level of output. 


Over the years we have grown to adapt ourselves to changing cir- 
cumstances, but now we were faced with a real and vital problem. 
We thought it over and came to the conclusion that a ‘slice of cake 
is better than none,’ nm negotiations were opened up with 
a view to local assembly — we to supply the ‘know how’ in return for 
which the Indian manufacturer would finance the project and purchase 
components from us. However, lack of foreign exchange soon brought 
this idea to a grinding halt so manufacturing rights have been given 
on a royalty basis. 


During the early stages of industrial development it is obviously 
more economic for @ country to import products that lend themselves 
to mass production, rather than set up a local manufacturing plant 
to meet a limited demand. Australia, for example, has adopted this 
course, and we, like many other United Kingdom firms, have done 
considerable business as a result. Our success has undoubtedly been 
due to the assembly facilities granted to our agent, thus enabling him 
to give excellent ‘after-sales service’ and to meet urgent demands for 
particular items. This has created customer confidence and time and 
time agein resulted in business being placed that would otherwise 
have gone elsewhere. 


An equally important factor is the provision of adequate stock 
which we arrange to hold in bonded warehouse and which our agent 
can draw upon at any time by simply paying the invoice value of the 
items required to the local bank with whom we have a bonded stock 
arrangement. Now the stage has been reached where increased assembly 
facilities must now be given with a view to complete manufacture 
later on. Not to do so would provide the necessary stimulus for some- 
one else to set up in opposition. 


Contact with Board of Trade 


Appointing an agent at home is one thing but doing so abroad is 
quite another matter, for much time and money can be lost in fruitless 
correspondence. It would indeed be interesting to know just how much 
information has unknowingly been given to a competitor in this 
way. Had we contacted the Regional Office of the Board of Trade to 
begin with, our export trade would have undoubtedly developed at 
@ more rapid rate. Some years ago we sought their assistance in 
entering a particularly ‘sticky’ market where no headway had been 
made at all. On giving them details of our products and the type of 
representation required, a selected list of ‘free’ contacts coupled with 
a market report on the goods concerned were speedily forthcoming. 
It was not long before orders began to flow in and from then on we 
have never failed to seek their advice in solving export problems of 
this nature. 


Of course, the ideal formula is to obtain such information and 
follow-up with a visit as personal contact plays such an important 
part in ensuring 100 per cent. co-operation between agent and prin- 
cipal. With all the will in the world, it is absolutely impossible to 
appreciate market requirements and problems without first-hand 
knowledge of local habits, customs, climate, etc. We can honestly 
say that each overseas tour we have undertaken has brought us fresh 
knowledge, new ideas and perhaps most important of all, increased 
turnover. The more we know the better are we equipped technically 
and mentally to tackle fresh markets and to keep ahead of competition. 


In each case the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade, 
through the Regional Office, is given advance details of the itinerary 
to be undertaken, the reasons for going and the information we 
require; all these details being communicated to the Commercial 
Officers in the countries concerned. Upon our arrival overseas the 
answers are invariably awaiting us with result that we are left to 
undertake the minimum amount of research with consequent saving 
in time and money. We have nothing but praise for the Government’s 
service to exporters. Without their assistance we certainly would not 
have achieved the present level of exports. To those of you who are 
‘groping’ for export information, may we suggest you seek early 
guidance from the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade. 


What of the future? The pattern of overseas trade will no doubt 
be similar to that which has been seen and experienced since we first 
focused our attention on foreign markets. What are considered to 
be lucrative outlets today will surely disappear as local industries 
develop, and on this account we cannot afford to rest on our laurels. 
For our part, we are constantly striving to expand our export trade 
which, you may say, is ‘much easier said than done.’ We agree with 
you entirely, but one gets a great kick out of life and makes a host of 
friends in the process.

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European Economic Questions Discussed in Paris 


AT THE END of the three-day Western ‘Summit’ meeting in Paris, 
the following communique was issued: 


“The Heads of State and Government have discussed the important 
changes that have taken place in the international economic situation. 
Recognizing the great economic progress of Western Europe, they 
have agreed that virtually all of the industrialized part of the free 
world is now in a position to devote its energies in increased measure 
to new and important tasks of co-operative endeavour with the 
object of: 

(a) furthering the development of the less developed countries, and 

(b) pursuing trade policies directed to the sound use of economic 

resources and the maintenance of harmonious international 
relations, thus contributing to growth and stability in the world 
economy and to a general improvement in the standard of living. 


‘In their view these co-operative principles should also govern the 
discussions on commercial problems arising from the existence of 
European economic regional organizations, which are or will be 
constituted within the framework of the GATT, such as the European 
Economic Community and the European Free Trade Association. 
Their relations both with other countries and with each other should 
be discussed in this spirit. 

“The Heads of State and Government, recognizing that the method 
of furthering these principles requires intensive study, have agreed to 
call an informal meeting to be held in Paris in the near future. They 
suggest that the members and participants of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the O.E.E.C. and the Governments whose nationals are 
members of the Steering Board for Trade of the O.E.E.C. should be 
represented at this meeting. It is proposed that an objective of such a 
group should be to consider the need for and methods of continuing 
consultations dealing with the above-mentioned problems.’ 


Index of Retail Prices, November 1959 


AT November 17, 1959, the official index figure, which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at January 17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 110, compared with 109 at 
October 13. Calculated to one decimal, the November index was 
110-0 compared with 109-2 for October. 


The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 


in the average prices of household coal (mainly seasonal), eggs and 
butter, and in rail and road fares. 


H.M. Customs and Excise Appointments 


THE Commissioners of Customs and Excise have appointed Mr. 
Bertram Mitchell, at present a Deputy Chief Inspector, to be Chief 
Inspector in place of Sir James McKinnon who has retired. Mr. A. C. 
Corrall, Higher Collector at the head of London Airports Collection 
Area of Customs and Excise, who has also retired, will be succeeded 
by Mr. A. B. Hadley, at present a Senior Inspector in the Chief 
Inspector’s Office at Customs and Excise headquarters in London. 
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Report of the Chief Registrar of Friendly Societies 


H.M. TREASURY announce that Part 1 of the Report of the Chief 
Registrar of Friendly Societies for 1958 is now available from H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 3s. The issue of this part completes the Chief 
Registrar’s Report to Parliament for the year 1958. 

A statistical summary included in Part 1 shows that although there 
was a further slight fall in the number of bodies registered or rendering 
returns to the Department (from 22,785 to 22,571), largely as a result 
of amalgamation with or transfers to other societies, and also a small 
decline in the total membership (from 154,971,000 to 154,961,000) 
there was a further rise in the total funds (which represent broadly the 
combined savings of the members of the bodies concerned) of £314 
million to £5,220 million. Building societies accounted for £198 
million of the increase in funds, but a substantial net increase was 
shown by all the other types of society with which the Report is con- 
cerned except certified loan societies. 

It is pointed out in the Report that the membership figure does not 
represent an equivalent number of individuals. The same person may 
be a member of a friendly society, a co-operative society and a regis- 
tered trade union, a shareholder in a building society and, at the same 
time, the holder of one or more policies in an industrial assurance 
office and may, therefore, be counted more than once in the statistics. 


Imports of Watches in 1960 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that after discussions with the 

Swiss Government in the course of the recent negotiations for a 

European Free Trade Association, agreement has been reached on 

revised arrangements for the import of watches. 

(a) With effect from January 1, 1960, established importers will 

be free to import, from the Dollar and Relaxation Areas, under 
Open Individual Licence and without quantitative restriction, 
watches or watch movements costing more than £5 c.if. 
(excluding the value of straps and bracelets). With effect from 
January 1, 1961, these watches and movements will be put on 
Open General Licence. 
For the calendar year 1960, the Swiss quota for watches and 
movements costing less than £5 c.i.f. will be £2,430,000 c.i-f. 
This figure represents 105 per cent. of the quota level for these 
watches and movements in 1959. In the years 1961-1964 
inclusive, the respective quotas will be set at 111 per cent., 
118 per cent., 126 per cent. and 135 per cent. of the 1959 
level. 
For the calendar year 1960, the global quotas for watches and 
movements costing less than £5 c.i.f. will total £441,000 c.i.f. 
These quotas will apply to all countries in the Relaxation and 
Dollar Areas, other than Switzerland. 


Disposal of Zinc from Government Stocks 


THE BOARD OF TRADE intend to sell 3,000 tons of zinc from their 
stocks in January. 2,100 tons (including 1,200 tons of g.o.b.) will be 
offered to the agents of the original suppliers. The remaining 900 tons 
will be offered for sale by open competitive tender for delivery and 
pricing over the second half of January.

The third in the series, which is the 
first to be re-published in the Board of Brade Journal, gives pro- 
visional figures up to September, 1959. 
\» The. purpose of balance of payment statistics is to present a 
ary.of the complete range of the United Kingdom’s transactions 
other countries: classified by type of transaction. The transac- 
tions are divided into three main groups, current, long-term capital 
and those affecting the United Kingdom’s external monetary position. 
The current account brings together the balance of payments figures 
for imports and exports *, Government current expenditure and 
receipts ; and the estimates for interest, profits and dividends, shipping 
and the other invisibles. The long-term capital account comprises 
miter-Government loans (including repayments), and other identified 
net long-term investment abroad by United Kingdom residents or in 
the United Kingdom by non-residents. Monetary movement. cover 
changes in the reserves and in the overseas sterling holdings (United 
Kingdom banks’ net liabilities to governments and persons abroad) 
and other shoit-term capital transfers. 

In‘ theory the net total of monetary movements is the exact counter- 
part of the. change in the current and long-term capital accounts 
together, but in fact complete information is not available about all 
transactions, and a balancing item representing errors and omissions in 
all other items is introduced to bring the total to zero. 


The balance in the third quarter 


The change in the external monetary position in the third quarter 
was already substantially known from the reserves and overseas 
sterling holdings figures which had been previously published. The 
reserves rose by {40 million in the third quarter, but this was more 
than matched by a rise of £67 million in the sterling holdings, so that, 
taking account also of “Other monetary movements,” the external 
monetary position worsened by £37 million. 


’ ~~" United Kingdom Balance of Payments in Third Quarter 1959 


It is never possible fully to explain the change in the monetary 
position in terms of the other independently reckoned items in the 
balance of payments. This is particularly difficult so soon after the period 
in question. It is too soon, for example, to estimate the important 
item: “Other long-term capital (net)” — which is broadly all long-term 
capital movements except for inter-governmental transfers. But pro- 
visional estimates of other major items are available. Exports, which are 
subject to a marked seasonal decline in the third quarter, were £848 
million compared with £902 million in the previous quarter, but still 
£10 million more than a year before, when they had been somewhat 
inflated by dock strike delays. Imports continued on a rising trend 
because of increasing economic activity and were £53 million greater 
than a year earlier. Net invisible income, including Government 
expenditure overseas, was little different from that in the corresponding 
period of 1958, and the identified current balance was a surplus of 
£24 million, compared with £74 million the year before. The net 
outflow of loans on inter-Government account was £17 million. 


A seasonal weakening of the external monetary position is normal 
in the third quarter. The deterioration in the third quarter of 1959 as 
compared with the corresponding period a year before was due almost 
entirely to the change in visible trade. Imports have risen with 
increasing economic activity but exports lagged somewhat in the third 
quarter. 





A description of the sources and methods, used in compiling the 
balance of payments statistics is given in United Kingdom Balance of 
Payments, 1946-1957 (H.M.S.O. 1959, 10s.), and further detail and 
explanation is given in the Balance of Payments White Papers, the 
last of which was Cmnd. 861 (H.M.S.O., 1s. 6d.). 


* The Trade and Navigation Accounts figures for imports and exports 
have to be adjusted to a change of ownership basis for balance of payments 
purposes; the most important adjustment to achieve this is the exclusion 
of the freight and insurance elements from the imports figures.

THE FOLLOWING Notice to Importers No 925, has been issued 
by the Import Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade and dated 
December 30, 1959: 


1. Arrangements for the import of sugar in 1960 will be based on 
the International Sugar Agreement of 1958 and follow the same lines 
~ one for 1959 (Notice to Importers No 895, dated February 6, 

) 


Imports from Participating Countries 


2. Imports of sugar, including invert sugar, molasses, syrups and 
other forms of liquid sugar not admissible under the Open General 
Licence, will, as before, be admitted without limitation of quantity 
under Open Individual Licences when originating in any country 
which is a party to the International Sugar Agreement The countries 
participating in the Agreement, in addition to the United Kingdom 
and many United Kingdom dependencies, including the British 
West Indies, British Guiana, British Honduras, Fiji and Mauritius, 
as are follows: 

Australia, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, China (Taiwan), Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Dominica Republic, El Salvador, 
France (including Algeria, Martinique, Guadaloupe, French Guiana, 
Reunion Island), Federal Republic of Germany, Ghana, Greece, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Hungary, Indonesia, Republic of Ireland, Italy, 
Japan, Mexico, Morocco, Netherlands, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, 
Philippines, Poland, Portugal, Union of South Africa, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, United States. 

3. Traders who hold Open Individual Licences under the earlier 
arrangements are being advised of the extension of the validity date 
of their licences to the end of 1960. Other traders may make application 
on form I.L.B./A which should be sent to the Import Licensing 
Branch, Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. 
Page 1 of the application form should be completed and page 2 left 
blank; on page 3 (and copies) the applicant’s name, full postal address 
and reference number and the description of goods (sugar, including 
invert sugars, molasses, syrups, and other forms of liquid sugar) 
should be inserted. 


Imports from Non-Participating Countries 


4. Licences will be issued against a fixed quota for the import of 
sugar, including invert sugar, molasses, syrups and other forms of 
liquid sugar not admissible under the Open General Licence, 
originating in countries and territories which are not parties to the 
International Sugar Agreement. Applications for licences under 
this quota are invited from traders who held licences under the 
corresponding quota in 1959.

X — Manufactures, including fabrics, wholly or mainly of woven 
cotton, originating in or consigned from India or Pakistan 
other than:

(Note. — For purposes of identification by United Kingdom Customs: 

(a) Handloom cloth and other handloom manufactures from 
Pakistan should be accompanied by a certificate from a 
Chamber of Commerce recognized by the Pakistan Govern- 
ment;

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Seasonally Adjusted Index Numbers of Total Retail Sales 


THE assessment of the underlying trend in retail sales is made difficult 
by the large seasonal variations which occur regularly each year. At 
Christmas, for example, sales are always very high, while in February 
they are always very low; August also is usually a low point, preceded 
by fairly high sales in the Spring and early Summer, and followed in 
the Auturnn months by a vigorous rise towards the Christmas peak. 
Much of the variation, however, can be removed from the series using 
more or less standard seasonal adjustment techniques and these 
have been used in deriving the new series of adjusted index numbers, 
published for the first time in this article. This new series makes 
possible a more confident assessment of the underlying trend in retail 
sales. It should be particularly useful in examining the behaviour of the 
national economy, since the total value of retail sales is one of the main 
eatly economic indicators ; retail sales account for about one half of 
total consumers’ expenditure and about one quarter of total demand in 
the economy and it is important to have, in respect of a sizeable 
segment of demand such as this, the up-to-date and more easily 
imterpreted indication which the seasonally adjusted index of total 
sales will now provide. 


though they show some fluctuations from one year to another, are 
nevertheless fairly uniform, so that the adjustments yield a very much 
smoother series than that of the unadjusted figures. Work is proceeding 
on adjusting the component series and when these become available it 
may be necessary to review the present estimates, which have been 
derived directly from the series for total sales. In the meantime the 
interpretation of the component series will continue to rest to some 
extent on percentage changes on a year earlier. The use of such per- 
centage changes is a long-established tradition in the retail trade; they 
are a simple and straight-forward comparison and if used with care 
can often provide a fair assessment of the underlying trend. At certain 
times, however, they can appear misleading as a guide to the trend, 
and in these circumstances a seasonally adjusted series is particularly 
valuable. 

The behaviour of retail sales in recent months illustrates the useful- 
ness of seasonally adjusted figures. In October-November 1959, the 
increase on a year earlier fell sharply, to some 2-3 per cent., after having 
been about 5 per cent. in each of the two previous quarters. Some 
falling away in the percentage increase in the fourth quarter was not

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The method used to adjust the series is described later in this article. 
In particular, reference is made to some of the problems and diffi- 
culties encountered in an exercise of this kind. Thus in using the 
figures it is important that not too much significance should be at- 
tached to the figure for any one month since (a) the adjustment for 
seasonality is not exact — it is based on the average seasonality over 
the last few years, and there are moderate fluctuations from one year 
to another about this average — and (b) a single month’s figure, as in 
most series, whether adjusted or otherwise, is liable to show short-term 
ere g which may carry it somewhat out of line with the under- 


trend. At the same time, however, the seasonal variations, 
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unexpected, since it was known that sales had risen sharply in the 
fourth quarter of 1958 (following the removal of hire purchase 
restrictions) and the comparison was therefore with a higher level of 
sales. It was not easy, however, on the basis of the percentage changes, 
to decide whether the lower increases in October and November 
implied (a) a levelling off in sales, or (b) a continued rise but at a 
lower rate or (c) a falling away. The seasonally adjusted sales for 

r and November (the results for November at the time of 
writing are still provisional) suggest that sales in the two months were 
in fact maintained at a high level — a little higher than in the third

quarter and equal to the very high level achieved in the second quarter 
when the Budget and the fine weather gave an exceptional stimulus 
to trade. The adjusted series shows a small dip in sales in August 1959, 
when the weather was exceptionally fine (the seasonal adjustment 
does not allow for exceptional movements such as this, but only for the 
average amount by which sales in August are low — in a fine August 
sales tend to be lower than usual and in a wet or indifferent August a 
little higher). The seasonally adjusted series also shows fairly clearly 
the hesitation prior to the Budget in 1959 and also the sharp rise in 
sales, already referred to, which occurred in the fourth quarter of 1958. 
This rise developed at the time of the relaxation of hire purchase 
restrictions in September and October of 1958, but was also no doubt 
associated with the rise in wage rates which took place during the four 
months July to October of that year. 


Method of Adjustment for Seasonal Variation 


The unadjusted series of index numbers already relates to weekly 
averages so that the problem of adjustments for variations in the 
calendar such as the number of shopping days, and particularly the 
number of Saturdays, does not arise. The periods covered by the index 
numbers consist of either four or five weeks, each quarter being divided 
into three ‘monthly’ periods of four, four and five weeks respectively. 
Retailers who contribute to the statistics are asked to report sales 
figures in terms of these four or five week periods, and in any case to 
give the dates of the period to which their figures relate so that if 
necessary adjustments can be made; a high proportion give figures in 
terms of the four or five week periods. 

The present series of unadjusted index numbers based on 1957 = 
100 goes back only to January, 1957, and such a series, of less than 
three years, is too short for any satisfactory estimate of seasonal 
variation, based on a reasonable number of readings, to be made. To 
provide a longer series estimates were made for 1955 and 1956 using 
the 1950 based statistics which immediately preceded the present 
series, and which had the same coverage and comprehensiveness. 
Estimates for years prior to 1955 were not attempted, since the 
Statistics available for those years were unsuitable (for example, in 
coverage and in the method of construction) to be used with reliability 
in projecting the series backwards. Thus the series available for cal- 
culating the seasonal factors, even when extended back to 1955, was 
still slightly less than five years in length. In view of the comparative 
stability of the seasonal pattern in retail trade, however, it is considered 
that useful seasonal adjustments can be made, notwithstanding the 
shortness of the series. It is proposed to review the adjustments from 
time to time as a longer series becomes available. 
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The first step in the seasonal adjustment process proper was to 
examine the series for large irregular disturbances which would 
distort the subsequent calculations, and where possible make some 
adjustment to the series for them. The main example of this was in the 
Autumn of 1955 when the anticipation of purchase tax increases in the 
Budget at that time had the effect of bringing forward to October a 
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substantial amount of business usually done in November and 
December. After these preliminary adjustments a centred twelve 
month moving average was calculated to provide a first estimate of 
trend and percentage deviations of the original series from this trend 
were obtained, yielding in respect of each month four (though in some 
cases only three) readings. Careful consideration was given to the most 
appropriate way of assessing these deviations in order to choose the 
seasonal adjustment factors. Where any particular deviations, for one 
reason or another, were believed to be exceptional they were dis- 
regarded. Then the deviations were examined for any trend that might 
show over the years, for example, whether the peak in December was 
intensifying or not, but there was no clear trend of this sort, and in 
any case the number of readings was barely sufficient to determine 
whether any such movements were systematic or merely a random 
occurrence; no attempt was made therefore to derive seasonal factors 
which varied with time, although as the series becomes longer this 
possibility will be reconsidered. The deviations for March and April 
were affected by the varying date of Easter, as also were those for May 
and June by Whitsun, and a special calculation was made for these 
months, taking Easter and Whitsun into account. For all other months 
a simple mean of the deviations was taken as the seasonal adjustment 
factor. These factors were then applied to the original series to obtain 
a first estimate of a seasonally adjusted series. 


A second estimate of the trend was then calculated using a simple 
five-month moving average of this first adjusted series. The percentage 
deviations of the original’ series in relation to this second trend were 
obtained, and the process of deriving seasonal factors from the 
percentage deviations was repeated as before. This second set of 
factors was applied to the original series and, after making small 
adjustments so that the annual totals agreed with the unadjusted 
series, the adjusted series was obtained. As the seasonal pattern of 
retail sales was fairly stable over the years since 1955 this second stage 
altered very little the seasonal factors derived at the first stage.

Wider Investment Powers for Trustees Proposed 


A COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME which would give wider investment 
powers to trustees in this country has been published by H.M. 
Treasury as a White Paper entitled ‘Powers of Investment of Trustees 
in Great Britain’ (Cmnd. No. 915, H.M.S.O., price 6d.). 


It is proposed that the general law in Great Britain shall be altered 
to allow a trustee to invest funds in a manner broadly in line with 
the practice adopted i.v prudent investors of today. This would entail 
a radical amendment of the existing law which has remained sub- 
stantially unaltered for seventy years, and whose original purpose has 
been to some extent weakened by the decline in the value of money 
in relation to other forms of property.

The Engineering Division of The Telegraph Construction and 
Maintenance Company Ltd., (Telcon),is at present engaged on the 
manufacture at their Greenwich works of three electro-hydraulic 
windlasses with separate capstans for 46,000 ton tankers.

Sugar Machinery for Formosa 


The first ten of 60 sets of controls for sugar centrifugals destined for 
the Far East recently left the Bedford works of Brookhirst Igranic, a 
Metal Industries Group company. They were despatched to Thomas 
Broadbent & Sons of Huddersfield, who are manufacturing the ma- 
chines for shipment to Formosa, where the sugar industry is being re- 
equipped. Sugar is Formosa’s most important exchange earning crop: 
exports last year being valued at £30 million. The machines now being 
built will operate in conditions of high temperatures and humidity 
and with the minimum of maintenance — some of the control gear will 
complete 150,000 starts a year, working for 24 hours a day except for 
weekends. 

In 1954, Broadbents, using Brookhirst Igranic controls, installed a 
battery of 23 semi-automatic centrifugals in a South African factory. 
Since that date 148 centrifugals have been installed in the same 
country and others have been shipped to Australia, Mauritius, 
Holland, British Guiana, Mexico, Costa Rica, Mozambique, Rhodesia, 
Jamaica and Barbados. 


Power Station Equipment for Australia 


The State Electricity Commission of Victoria, Australia, has 
awarded a £4.43 million contract to Australian Electrical Industries 
(Pty.) Ltd. acting on behalf of Associated Electrical Industries Export 
Ltd., for the supply of two 200-mW. steam turbine-generator sets 
and associated equipment. The generating plant is for the new 
Hazelwood power station to be located in the Latrobe Valley area of 
Grippsland, approximately ninety miles east of Melbourne. The 
power station will have an ultimate capacity of 1,200 mW., and the 
400 mW. of A.E.I. plant will form the first stage of the project. The 
contract also includes condensers and feed water heating plant, boiler 
feed pumps and make-up water plant, cranes and miscellaneous 
turbine house equipment. The turbine-generator sets will be manu- 
factured at A.E.I. Trafford Park Works; the principal items of heat 
exchange equipment, including the condensers, will be manufactured 
in Australia to A.E.I. designs. 


High Speed Newsprint Machines for Russia 

Against strong international competition Lyddon & Company Ltd. 
have been awarded an order by Russia for two high speed newsprint 
machines. The order exceeds £4 million. The machines, which will 
be manufactured in Newport, Monmouthshire, by Black-Clawson 
International Ltd., are each of a wire width of 284 inches and will 
each produce a daily output of 330 metric tons of newsprint.

Tableware in Melamine Plastics 


The articles covered by this new publication (B.S. 3167) are: 
cups, saucers, plates, dishes, bowls, beakers, mugs, compartmented 
trays and similar utensils. 


Prepared by a committee of experts (one of them a spokeswoman 
from B.S.I’s Women’s Advisory Committee), the publication specifies 
criteria to be reached if such ‘crockery’ is to earn the mark ‘B.S. 3147’ 
or, assuming the manufacturer to be licensed, the ‘Kitemark.’ 


The articles are to be made of alpha-cellulose filled melamine 
formaldehyde moulding material of a specified British Standard 
quality. An important hygiene safeguard is that they must not con- 
tain ‘constituents extractable by foodstuffs under normal conditions 
of use in quantities sufficient to be injurious to health.’ 


B.S.I’s experts have framed tests designed to show up the weak- 
nesses most common to this type of article. One such test requires 
articles to remain in a temperature of 170° + 5° F. for eight hours; 
subsequently they must not develop cracks or show surface marking 
or any other defects; and there must be no more than a 4 per cent. 
change in the internal volume. Yet another test requires articles to 
withstand satisfactorily for 24 hours a temperature of between 32°F. 
and 20°F. 


‘Most plastics materials,’ states the foreword to the standard, 
‘permit the build-up of surface deposits, which can cause eventual 
staining; but such deposits can normally be readily removed by 
correct and prompt cleaning procedures; permanent staining can 
thus be prevented.’ Price 3s. 


Printed Matter and Stationery 


Many firms and organizations — including B.S.I.—have changed 
or are changing to the internationally used ‘A’ size paper for all their 
publications and stationery. Throughout commercial life, interest 
in the new series is growing — particularly in the export trade, where 
documentation is an important function. Again, the sizes are already 
being used in 26 countries; and it is practically certain that they will 
become the subject of a Recommendation of the International 
Standards Organization (1.S.O.). 


Now B.S.I. announces the issue of a British Standard for the inter- 
national ‘A’ (and subsidiary ‘B’) B.S. 3176: 1959 series of trimmed 
paper sizes. Paper in these sizes is intended for administrative, com- 
mercial and technical uses, and the sizes also apply to printed matter 
such as forms, professional periodicals and catalogues. 


The sizes from the principal (‘A’) series given in the standard range 
from A 0 (841 by 1,189 mm.) to A 10 (26 by 37 mm.), although the 
principles on which the series is based are often extended to cover 
much larger sizes. 

The subsidiary series is for use in exceptional circumstances where 
the sizes needed are intermediate between any two adjacent sizes of 
the ‘A’ series. The sizes listed in the standard range from B 0 (1,000 
by 1,414 mm.) to B 10 (31 by 44 mm.), but this range may be similarly 
extended. 


The main advantage offered by the series is that every size in the 


principal and subsidiary ranges has the same proportions, and each 
is obtained by dividing the size above it into two equal parts, the 
division being para'lel to the shorter side. By halving or doubling these 
sizes, one obtains sizes to meet a large variety of requirements. Con- 
formity to the sizes obviously facilitates the enlargement or reduction 
of printed matter, diagrams and similar material by photographic 


means. 


Also specified in the standard are long sizes. They are intended for 
use for labels, tickets and similar products. Price 4s. 


Plastics Fire Buckets 


Plastics fire buckets suitable for holding water or sand are dealt 
with in this new publication (B.S. 3184). Of two-gallons nominal 
capacity, and round-bottomed or flat-bottomed according to choice, 
these fire-fighting buckets are the outcome of recent research in the 
plastics industry. 


Apart from specifying materials, construction, dimensions and 
finish, the standard lays down a series of searching tests. The test for 
‘impact resistance,’ for example, involves filling the plastics bucket 
with 30 lbs. of wet sand and dropping it from 44 ft. on to a concrete 
floor. After this test, the bucket must still be fit for temporary service. 


For local authority purchasing officers - and for the many other 
organizations with an interest in fire-fighting equipment -- this standard 
will provide a valuable and up-to-date purchasing ‘blueprint.’ 


In all their essentials as fire-fighting appliances, these buckets will 
function in the same way as the conventional metal buckets specified 
in B.S. 1689.

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El Salvador is a Rapidly Expanding Market 


As reported in the Board of 
Trade Journal for December 18, 
1959 (page 1003), the Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, Mr.

He will 
also visit Panama, Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Mexico. The following review 
of the prospects for industrial 
development in El Salvador has 
been prepared by Mr. F. C. 
Everson, H.M. Ambassador. 


not yet on the map. Too little attention 

is paid to this small, but prosperous and 
well governed country, the one which lies 
on the Pacific coast of Central America. Yet 
it is easy to visit for any business man who is 
going to any part of tropical America, and 
although its present problems may loom 
large, the future is promising. 


El Salvador has a rapidly expanding 
population of nearly two and a half million 
and until recently was entirely dependent on 
coffee. Now that the boom in coffee prices is over and over-production 
threatens to drive them still lower, Salvadoreans are thinking of ways 
of diversifying their economy. First they went in for growing cotton 
and more food; now they are turning to industrialization. 


High hopes are entertained of economic integration of Central 
America. The Salvadorean Government plays a leading part in the 
step by step negotiations towards the abolition of tariffs between the 
five Central American Republics and the standardization of their 
external tariff; a much desired Common Market is the goal, in which 
new industries, located to take the best advantage of the economic 
factors, would supply not two but ten million people. El Salvador, 
centrally located, with a plentiful supply of cheap labour and the best 
road network in the Isthmus, is well placed to be the focus of industrial 
expansion. 

El Salvador enjoys the invaluable asset of possessing a stable and 
able government. ‘The problems created by the drastic fall in the 
country’s income from exports have been wisely handled so that the 
economy has been let down gently with a minimum of damage. The 
economic policy of the government and Central Bank has been com- 
mended by the International Monetary Fund. A country which deals 
efficiently with its economic problems should surely be attractive to 
British traders. There are no restrictions on trade; the currency is 
freely convertible. The constitution contains guarantees against 
nationalization. Yet the United Kingdom supplies less than 5 per cent. 
of the imports, British firms secure none of the big contracts, and we 
are taking very little interest in the industrial development of the 
country. 

The basic industries are those which process agricultural produce, 
for there are hardly any mineral resources. The coffee and cotton 
industries are well run and have a substantial demand for specialized

machinery, fertilizers and pesticides, transport and ancillary equip- 
ment. Equipment is also imported for drying and storing maize and 
for grinding sugar cane — the two next largest crops. Other well- 
established industries produce cement, beer, soft drinks, spirits, 
cotton cloth and knitted goods, flour, cigarettes, sacks, matches, 
pharmaceuticals, prepared fish, footwear, fats and oils, rubber goods, 
bread and cakes, fish products, and aluminium goods. New industries, 
some already building and others in the planning stage, will produce 
paint, fertilizers and cardboard boxes. The expansion of demand will 
soon require new power plant, a new telephone system, more roads, a 
new airfield, a new hospital or two, a new national library and a new 
central post office. There is a constant demand for builders’ materials 
and agricultural machinery. The demand for consumers’ goods is 
bound to grow with the long-term improvement in the standard of 
living. 


The future of the current season’s export crops is a little uncertain 
and since the government, the public corporations and Salvadorean 
investors do not undertake obligations unless they are sure of being 
able to meet them, it is not easy to introduce new lines. Competition 
is keen and British exporters will probably find it the more difficult 
to enter this market the longer they delay. 


The Salvadorean Government and people are firm believers in 
private enterprise and there can be few countries which offer so many 
attractions to investors and merchants. Substantial privileges by way 
of tax exemptions are granted to new industries. British firms in- 
terested in joint ventures or in supplying equipment for industry 
should find trading conditions highly attractive. The market is small, 
but it is growing and may expand fast if the government's efforts 
towards economic integration continue to be successful.

U.K. Trade Arrangement with Czechoslovakia 
Extended 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that, by agreement with the 
| au ities, the Trade Arrangement between the United 
Kingdom and Czechoslovakia, which was due to expire on December 
31, 1959, has been extended until April 30, 1960, pending the negotia- 
tion of a new arrangement.

Quotas to the value of 
one-third of the amounts agreed for each item for the year 1959 will 
be available in respect of the period January 1, 1960-April 30, 1960. 


Tunisia and Czechoslovakia 


THE TUNISIAN Journal Officiel of November 3-13 published the 
list of quotas under the new trade agreement between Tunisia and 
Czechoslovakia signed in Tunis on October 14, 1959. The agreement 
is valid from November 1, 1959, to October 31, 1960.

British-American Trade Centre Opened in 
Los Angeles 


SIR HAROLD CACCIA, British Ambassador to the United States, 
was the chief guest in December at the inaugural banquet of the 
British-American Chamber of Commerce and Trade Centre in Los 


Angeles. 


On the question of trade between the United States and Britain, 
Sir Harold pointed out that numerous American firms had manu- 
facturing subsidiaries in Britain. “That will be part of the function’ 
he said, ‘of the new British-American Chamber of Commerce and 
Trade Centre being established in Los Angeles. The Chamber will 
aid in selecting sites for United States factories in England and 
smoothing out the details of mutual trade. 


‘Los Angeles is one of the largest trade centres in America, and it 
is only fitting that we open a Chamber here as we have in New York 
and San Francisco.’ 


Asked what the situation was today in regard to British-American 
trade, Sir Harold said: ‘Very good. In addition to motor cars, we 
export textiles, heavy machinery, electrical equipment, including 
generators and turbines for dams, and farm equipment to the United 
States.’ 


Third Largest Retail Market in U.S. 


Figures recently released by the United States Bureau of the Census 
in Washington reveal that the Los Angeles area is now the second 
largest retail market in the United States after metropolitan New York. 
Since the last Census of Retail Trade, in 1954, sales in the Los 
Angeles region have risen by $1,780 million — or 25 per cent. Total 
sales for Los Angeles and Orange counties in 1958 amounted to 
$8,882 million as compared with the metropolitan New York figure 
of $13,173 million.

Manufacturing Centre 


These figures are not surprising in view of the phenomenal popula- 
tion growth which has taken place in Southern California in recent 
years. Los Angeles is no longer just the movie capital of the world, but 
a dynamic market and the third largest manufacturing centre in the 
United States as well. 


British trade with the area is increasing: in 1958, for example, 
direct seaborne imports from the United Kingdom through the Los 
Angeles Customs district amounted to $53,419,458, an increase of 
nearly 6 per cent. over the previous year. These figures do not, of 
course, take into account United Kingdom products entering the 
area overland from other parts of the United States. But the potential 
is enormous and there is still plenty of scope for enterprising exporters 
who are prepared to study the market and cater for local requirements.

COSTA RICA 


Duties on Some Irrigation Equipment Reduced 


By Legislative Decree No. 2492 of December 2, 1959, published in 
the Costa Rican Official Gazette of December 15, and effective from 


that date, the following amendments have been made to the Customs 
Tariff:

Cheese and Processed Cheese Regulations

Colouring Materials in Foodstuffs 


A BELGIAN Royal Decree, dated October 27, 1959, regarding the 
use of colouring materials in foodstuffs, was published in Moniteur 
Belge No. 302, of December 3, 1959. It is due to come into force 
at the end of June 1960. 


Among other provisions, the Royal Decree limits the types of 
colouring materials and pigments which may be used in the prepara- 
tion of foodstuffs (Art. 1). These must be registered at the Ministry 
of Public Health and the Family (Art. 2).

Taxation Exemption for Some New Industries 


DECREE-LAW No. 42688, published by the Portuguese Government 
on November 27, 1959, authorizes the Provincial Governments in the 
Portuguese Overseas Provinces to exempt from taxation for a period 
of up to five and, in exceptional cases, ten years, new industries that 
are set up using local raw materials. Exemptions can also be granted 
to industrial concerns already set up but which have not commenced 
production on the date when this Decree was published. 


The object of these measures is to encourage through fiscal incen- 
tives the setting up of more industrial enterprises in the Overseas 


Provinces, particularly those that are prepared to develop local 
resources.

than sheets for tea chests (67 (2)), zinc sheets not otherwise specified 
(68 (2)), zinc strips (68 (4), copper rods, other than electrolytic copper 
rods (64 (3)), brass rods (70 (5)), copper pipes and tubes (64 (5)) and 
brass pipes and tubes (70 A) may be continued for a further period of 
three years from January 1, 1960, at the existing rates of protective 
duties.
